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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-12 and 19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Kohno et al. (US 6,383,61 1 ) teaches an ink jet recording sheet comprising a coated 
paper and an ink receiving layer (equivalent to the claimed release or barrier layer, 
hereinafter barrier layer) containing a white pigment such as talc or kaolin, a binder 
such as polyvinyl alcohol, gelatin, carboxymethyl cellulose, and a dye. Kohno neither 
teaches nor suggests the claimed porosity, and furthermore the reference neither 
teaches nor suggests that the ink receiving layer is transferable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
